Blandford, J.—A contract by which James, 
as trustee, and his wife agreed to make certain 
property of the plaintiff in error yield a certain 


| percentage ‘‘beyond all contingency and above 


all expenses, net of taxes, insurance or water 
charger or repairs,’’ was properly construed not 
to mean that said James, trustee, and his wife 
should be responsible for such per centage 
over and above salaries of the officers of the 
corporation, its printing and stationery bills, 
etc., and such an improvement as the laying 
of an asphalt floor in basement rooms of such 
property, in addition to taxes, insurance, 
water charges, and ordinary repairs; and said 
contract wasalso properly held to cover the 


commissions of rental agents for the property - 


asacharge to be met and deducted from the 
rents of the same, before the application of 
said rents, toward making up the guaranteed 
per centage.

Simmons, J.—1. Where the action was for 
malicious prosecution, and defendants filed a 
plea admitting ‘‘that they caused the warrant 
to issue, that plaintiff was arrested under it, 
imprisoned and carried before a magistrate, 
tried for the offense of cheating and swindling 
and discharged; but claiming in the plea that 
they were authorized by 
said acts: thatthey had probable cause and 
were justified in doing them because they bad 
reason to suspect the guilt of the plaintiff of 
the crime charged in the warrant, for he ob- 
tained credit and goods from them in April 
and May, 1885, to the amount of $12 by falsely 
representing to them that he had a contract 
with E. F. May to pay him $30a month; and 
by reason of these false representations de- 
fendants were defrauded; and that all of said 
acts were done by them in good faith and with- 
out malice, was a good plea of justification, in 
this case. Code $2051. The defendants admit- 
ted. in the very words ofthe declaration, the act 
complained of and set out the fact which they 
say amounted to probable cause. 

(a) Under the laws of this state, it is not 
required of a prosecutor to be fully satistied of 
the truth of the charge; nor is it required of 
him to guarantee a conviction upon the charge 
which he makes against the person accused; 
if he have probable cause for an arrest, he is 
authorized by law to have it made. Ocean 
Steamship Co. vs. Williams, 69 Ga. 251; Vent- 
ress vs. Rosser, 73 Ga. 537; Henderson vs. 
Francis, 75 Ga. 178; Phelps vs. Thurman, 74 
Ga. 837; and Seymour vs. Bailey, 76 Ga, 338, 
cited and distinguished. 

¥. Under our code, $3453, and under the 
statute of Anne, defendants had the right to 
file both the plea of the general issue, and the 
plea of justification. 

(a) | But the effect of filing the plea of justi- 
fication under the statute of Anne,by which it 
was tieated merely as pleading, and under No. 
55 of the old rules of court, by which it was 
optional with defendant to assume the burden 
of proof, when he filed such a plea, has been 
changed by $2051 of the code. Under said sec- 
tion it is mandatory upon defendant filing such 
plea to assume the burden cf proof, the plea 
ddmits the act charged and it is not necessary 
for plaintiff to introduce proof to establish the 
facts set out in the declaration. Hence, when 
a plea of justification is filedin acase of tort 
it amounts, under our code, to a withdrawal or 
abandonment of the plea of the general issue. 

As to the statute of Anne, seco Rickett ot 
ux. ys. Stanley, 6 Blackf. (Ind.) 169; Doss vs. 
Jones, 5 How. (Aisss.) 158 ; Wright Vs. Lind- 
say, 20 Ala.

(b.} When such plea of justification is filed 
the defendant is entitled to open and conclude, 
the burden is not on the plaintiff to show 
damaiges, but in reply to the defendant’s tes- 
timony, he may show aggravating circum- 
stances, in order to increase the damages, and, 
when alleged, any spocial damage which is 
reasonable in the cases. 

3. The materiality offevidence, which was 
ruled out, must be shown to authorize the 
cranting of a new trial because of its exclu- 
sion. 

(a)| Plaintiff should have been allowed to 
testify as to what Mzy swore at the commit- 
ting trial, May being dead, if such evidence 
wereishown to be maternal. Gavan vs. Ells- 

yorth, 45 Ga. 253. 

4. Evidence tending to show that defendants 
made inquiries as to the truth of the state- 
ment made to them by plaintiff when he pur- 
chaséd the goods, and that they did not sue 
with/the warrant until they made such inqui- 
ries, was a¢missible, as was also the reply to 
such|inguiries. 

5. It was error to allow a justice of the 
peace to testify that he advised one of defend- 
ants that a warrant would lie against plaintiff. 
Straus vs. Young, 36 Md. 216; Olmstead ys. 
Partridge, 16 Gray,$581; Cooley on Torts, 183,- 
154 


6. There was no error to refuse to allow a 
Witness to be questioned as to whether the 
jury in another case had given credit to plain- 
tifi’s testimony, or to that of others. 

7. The jury having found for defendants on 
their plea of ithe general issue, and defendants 
having admitted by their plea of justification 
the yery acts which the jury found they had 
not Committed, the verdict was contrary to 
law and evidence. 

Judgment reversed.

The New Qrleans Times-Democrat de- 
votes acolumn and a half of its editorial 
pageto allaying the war-like tendencies 
aroused by Secretary Whitney’s interview 
with Blakely Hall, of the New York Sun, 
in which the secretary says, or is made to 
pay, that it would be a very easy matter for 
this country to devour England. 

The Times-Democrat says that Mr. Hall, 
“whatever talents he may possess, is not 
distinguished for a fanatical adherence to 
the plain truth.” It, therefore, hopes that 
In commenting upon the interview, it will 
mot be understood that it is criticising Sec- 
retary Whitney, but the statements attribut- 
ed to him, which our esteemed contempora- 
ry is candid enough to intimate, is more the 
product of Mr, Hall’s imagination, than the 
real opinion of the secretary of the navy. 

Inthe interview referred to, Secretary 
Whitney makes it appear that EnglAnd’s 
most vulnerable point, in case of war with 
the United States, would be her ocean com- 
merce, valued at $200,000,000 per annum.

These questions were put to 
the editor of every paper in Indiana, and 
the answers published represent nearly 
every paper in-the state, 

The responses are about equally divided 
between democratic and republican papers, 
Every deniocratic paper says that Cleveland 
will carry the state, and the average of the 
democratic estimate is about 8,000 majority. 
Every republican paper says that Harrison 
will carry the state, and it is observed that 
the average of the estimated republican 
majority is about the same as that made by 
the democrats. 

There are about one hundred‘ answers in 
all, anda striking thing about them is that 
there is a remarkable similarity in the re- 
spective replies of the papers of the two 
parties. For instance, almost every demo- 
cratic paper comes near, in estimating the 
majority, to the general average of the dem- 
ocratic estimate, and the same is true of the 
republican papers. This serves to show

SHERMAN’S REPLY. 


THE GENERAL INTERVIEWED BY 
HIS DAUGHTER. 


He Ignores Colonel Markham—Seven of 
His Soldiers Were More Precious to Old 
Tecumseh Than Aft Atlanta. 


From the New York Herald. 

In Toe ATLANTA ConsTITUTION recently, & 
Mr. William Markhsm, of Atlanta, Ga., has criti- 
cized Genera] W. T. Sherman’s book, ““My Memoirs,” 
claiming that the famous march to the sea was “an 
afterthought and not a part of the original pro- 
gramme.” 

During the course of a long interview in THE 
CONSTITUTION of October 16, Mr. Markham returns 
to the attack, making a number of extraordinary 
statements. This gentleman's first onslaught was 
brought to the general’s notice, but the latter re- 
fused to pay any attention to the criticisms, as they 
were, heclaimed, mainly ‘‘stuff and nonsense,” 
coming from a man he did not know. 

Mr. Markham’s latest effusion was shown to Gen- 
eral Sherman last night, upon the chieftain’s return 
from Philadelphia, 

I found General Sherman in the reception room of 
his new residence, No. 75 West Seventy-first street, 
surrounded by his family, happy and smiling. As 
the grizzled warrior sat in his arm chair and 
listened to words of loving welcome upon his re- 
turn to his circle he seemed the personification .of 
peace and contentment. 

ROUSING THE LION. 

But the veteran was quickly roused, When I 
mentioned the subject of my visit, a sharp, im- 
patient frown crossed his rugged face, and he ex- 
claimed: ? 

“Nonsense! I will not reply to the criticisms of a 
man I know nothing about. Tell him that the idea 
of the march tothe sea was certainly conceived 
since the revolutionary war. That’sall. No; I will 
not read the stuff; won’t liston to it; lite is too 
short.” 

“But the writer makessome extraordinary state 
ments—”’ 

**T don’t care!”’ 

“And attacks—” 

“And attacks me! Let him do it. The work I 
have done and the movements of my army are mat- 
ters of history. I wrote ‘“My Memoirs” for posterity 
and not for Mr. Markham.’’ :

“Lincoln himselfdid not know my plans, much less 
thisman Markham, Why, even you did not know 
them,” said the general, jokingly, turning to his 
wife, a mostestimable and kind-hearted lady, who 
had been listening indignantly to the criticisms 
made upon her gallant husband’s conduct,

“No, I did not,” replied Mrs. Sherman, quickly, 
“and they can say what they like about the march 
to the sea, but one thing is certuin--the general gof 
there.”’ 4 

“Now,’’ said the general, in conclusion, “is it 
likely that I should remember this man Markham 
afterull these years? You have possibly heard of 
the name of Smith, possibly also of Lrown; then 
avcain you may have hearda Markham mentioned, 
but if you are asked twenty years from now if you 
remember some Smith, brown or Markham whom 
you may have accidentally met, do you think you 
would be able to do so””’ 

“Certainly not ’’ I replied. 

“Then don’t expect me to remember my Smith, 
Brown or Markham. Asto making a contident of 
the man, why, such an assertion is utter nonsense.

WEWS AND GOSSIP ABOUT THE LO- 
CAL EFFECT, 


Rumored Additions to the Great System— 
East Teunessee and the Union Depot— 
Headquarters For the Whole System. 


Tue ConsTITUTION of yesterday—for the 

yecond time within a week—furnished a sensa- 
‘tion to the railroad men of Atlanta. 
' The deal by which the Terminal company 
‘pas secured a virtual controlof the Central 
system of Georgia, and by that means placed 
the railroad mileage of the southeastern territo- 
ry practically under one management, is regard- 
ed in Atlanta as‘ something more than a mas- 
ter stroke in railroad financiering. 

That it was this is very apparent from the de- 
failed information given in yesterday’s Con- 
gTITUTION concerning it. Bnt the confidence 
which has.been displayed by the men behind 
this movement in the present earning power 
and future possibilities of southern railroads 
should be gratifying to every friend of the 
pouth, who desires its development 

Effect in Atlanta. 

So far as the present grand amalgamation of 
pouthern railroads affect the city of Atlanta, 
there is only one thing to be said, and in the 
promise of future greatness as a railroad center 
this city can afford to be content. 

First and foremost in the line of increased 
importance to Atlanta, is the absolute cer- 
tainty that here will be built the magnificent 
buildings that willbe used as the southern 
headquarters of the grand system which covers 
with its thousands of miles of steel every ayail- 
able and desirable section of the great south- 
past. 

There is noguess work about.this, for At- 
fanta has the call. Located inthe geographi- 
eal center of the territory covered by 
the Terminal system oO roads, 
in the south, the central point from which 
their roads diverge to everv point of the com- 

ass, the headquarters will come here for 
yusiness reasons, if no other. But it is well 
known that in additiod to this advantage, At- 
Janta has the friendship of the men who have 
developed this great enterprise—who have 
formed a solid system and.a single interest 
from the southern railroads.

The News in New York. 

New York, October 2: .—[{Special.]—The 
mammoth railroad deal of yesterday, involv- 
ing the purchase of the entire capital stock of 
the Georgia company by the Richmond ‘Ter- 
minal company has been the all engaging 
topic of conversation in Wall street today. 

it has kept the stock exchange district liter- 
ally agog. Everybody is astounded at the 
enormous transaction, and there is no end of 
discussion as to its far-reaching effect upon the 
entire southern railroad situation. 

The trade has gone forward today without 
the slightest interruption, all thejdetails be- 
ing adjusted by the attorneys representing the 
parties in interest. The terms of the trade 
were that $1,200,000 should be paid down today, 
and the balance of the $4,200,000 to be paid at 
the option of the Terminal company, any time 
Within the next sixty days. The cash pay- 
ment was duly made today, and President 
Inman, of the Terminal company, says the re- 
maining $3,950,000 will probably bo all paid 
in less than half the time allowed under the 
terms of the contract. 

Wall street recklessly jumped at conclusions 
today, and started rumors to the effect that 
the next move of the Terminal company would 
be to absorb the entire Plant system as well as 
the South Carolina railroad. Ng such plan 
has as yet been formulated by ge managers 
of the Terminal company. Infact, such steps 
have not even been considered, and are by no 
mean@likely to occur in the near future. 

Confirmitory of this view, W. 8. Chisolm, of 
the Plant system, and a director of the Termi- 
nal, says: .‘‘The Plant system is not to be 
absorbed by anybody, but will continue its suc- 
cessful career under its present management, 
without the slightest interference from any 
other combination.’’ 

-He further said: “The only thing in any 
sense remotely akin to consolidation of the 
Terminal and Plant systems is the perfect ac- 
cord and absolute harinony in which they are 
now working. Sofaras can be seen, these re- 
lations will be permanently preserved. It has 
been absurdly suggested that the deal of yos- 
terday would possibly result in injury to Sa- 
vannah by diverting traftic to Norfolk and 
thence by a line of steamers from that port to 
New York. This is simply ridiculous. The 
magnificent fleet of the Ocean Steamship com- 
pany isan abundant guarantee to Savannah 
that her future is secure.” 

Mr. Pat Calhoun was asked what he could 
say with reference to the rumor that the South 
Carolina railroad would soon be gobbled up by 
the Terminal company. He said: 

“T consider the suggestion not only deniable 
but absolutely unfounded.” 

He was then askeil what he thought would 
be the effect of yesterday’s great deal on the 
south at large? He replied: “I think its 
prospective benefits are inestimable. The 
men in control of the southern railroad situa- 
tion today are largely interested in southern 
development, Every leader in these now al- 
lied properties has been connected with the 
south for several years past. They were among 
the first who foresaw the undeveloped wealth 
there, aud Went in as pioncers to develop 
the splendid resources of that section. Per- 
haps no combination of men could be gotten 
together in this country who would represent 
such exceptional experience and ability, and 
at the same time have such a large interest at 
stake in the material prosperity and indus- 
trial progress of the territory traveled by the 
roads they control, The south is to be 
particularly congratulated on having 
these men with their many 
millions, 80 deeply interestedjin pushing her 
fortunes. While Savannah will naturally be- 
come the sea port of the consolidated systems, 
and while. the Ocean Steamship company’s 
tieet will be largely increased and perhaps a 
daily line established in the very near future 
between Savannah tnd New York. I see no 
reason why this should injure either Charles- 
ton, Port Royal or Brupswick.. On the con- 
trary, all the lines embraced in the Terminal 
system, gathering business from every portion 
of the south,can weliafford tospare Savannah’s 
sister cities the business that lies nearest to 
them, and which, in my opinion, will never be 
diverted from them, Inmy judgment shore 
lines to the sea will cut an important figure in 
southern railway development,and each of the 
ports will control that business which natur- 
ally belongs to it, and bv this means all 
are bound to prosper. The effect upon 
Atlanta is too clear to require 
explanation. She stands in the very center of 
the Terminal company’s vast territory, and, 
therefore, her future and this great railway’s 
prosperity are inseparable. Commerce, immi- 
gration, and wealth follow great through lines, 
andin this combination that has just been 
made, not only Atlanta, but the whole south, 
is assured allthe advantage that lie in that 
fact. Instead of hurtful monopoly resulting 
from this combination, seo 3s only 
the promise of gpreater facilities to the 
south for marketing all her products and man- 
ufactnres, and for the further development of 
her vast naturalresources.

DR. KNOTT’S THEORY. 


4 POSSIBLE SOLUTION OF THE YEL- 
LOW FEVER PROBLEM. 


Is the Disease Due to Too Much FPhosphor- 
ous inthe Air?—A Theory Which May 
Revolutionize the Treatment. 


Dr. J. J. Knott, of Atlanta, is just at pres- 
ent the center of curiosity forthe medical men all 
over the country. 

A physician of high standing and ability here at 
home, he has made a study of yellow fever, its 
Cause and cure, and is now in Washington, where 
his discoveries have been broughtto the attention 
of Surgeon General Hamilton, and yesterday pri- 
vate telegrams and the Associated Press brought the 
ni to Atlanta that histheory would be given a 

ial, . 

Dr. Knott left Atlanta for Washington on Thurs- 
day last, and before leaving confided to a few of his 
friends the result of his experiments in a search for 
the cause and cure of yellow fever. 

In conversation with one of his friends on the day 
of his departure for Washington, Dr. Knott said: 

“Wherever yellow fever is epidemic I have al- 
ways noticed that there was a blue mist in the fogey 
air which arises from the earth after night fall. It 
is then that the real and greatest danger of infection 
is to be found. This tLluish tint which 
I speak of is caused, in my _ opinion, 

y the presence of a dangerons amount 
of phosphorus in the air. And 
this phosphorus is really what develops the germ. 
It gives it vitality, something to feed upon, and as 
the in ection is more certain after nightfall, I con- 
sider that one of the best foundations for my theory. 
The blue mist I speak of isnever noticable during 
the hours of sunshine. Now, if the presence%ofia 
large amount of ptosphorus in the air 
really produces the disease and propagates it, I cer- 
tainly have aremedy. Everybody is familiar with 
the phosphorescent Jack O’Lantern, which in 
Swampy and marshy countriesis so common. I 
contend thatthe same causes which produce this 
wizard of the swamp, produces the fever breeding 
germ. 

“I was in Chattancoga in the epidemic of 1878, 
and I observed this blue mist, and the air seemed 

isortous and sickening, Since that time I have 
een investigating on that line and have made such 
tests as I think Warrant me in saying that I cau pro- 
duce a case of yellow fever anywhere. If I can do 
this, the remedy isa simple one, and I can claim 
on ee which the general government has of- 

ered,”’ 

“I propose to test my theory, and will stake my 
reputation that I can generate a case of yellow fever 
anywhere, by the injection of phosphorus.”’ 

Dr. Knoti’s Atlanta friends will watch the result 
of the tests of his theory with a great deal of inter- 
est. And allover the world, antl in fever-stricken 
Florida particularly, there will be glad tidings of 
great joy in the news of Dr. Knott’s success, 

A Brief Sketch of Dr. Knott. 


Dr. Knott was born about six miles from 
Griffin, Ga., in 1835, in the ‘‘Log Cabin’ settlement 
as it was called for many years. 

His father, also a physician, was a large: land 
owner, Dr. Knott received a first class education 
and when he decided to'adopt the practice of medi- 
cine as a profession, had the advantages of the best 
colleges ot the country. 

He went to New York, and for several years was 
& consulting physician at the principal hospitals, 
receiving a thorough aud genuine training in his 
chosen profession. 

From New York he went to Paris and graduated 
there with high honors. 

During the war Dr. Knott, who had enlisted in 
the regular service, was appointed a regimental 
surgeon and served in this capacity until the close 
of the war. 

At the close of the war he came to Atlanta and 
resumed the practice of his profession, and has since 
been very successful. 

During the yellow fever epidemic of 1878, Dr. 
Knott volunteered bis services as a physician, and 
was assigned to service at Chattanooga, where he 
did noble work. 

It wa during this epidemic that Dr. Knott began 
his ervaationtions into the causes producing the 
dread disease, and he has coutinued them up tothe 
present time, and his claim of success is based on 
actual experiments and personal observations,

Cashier Haas’s Statement. 

‘Well, the whole story is just this,’’ said 
Mr. Jacob Haas, cashier of the bank, when 
asked fora statement. ‘‘Mr. Forbes has been

tous from the Atlanta National bank, where 
he liad been for three years andahalf. He is 
an expert bookkeeper, one of the best in the 
business.”’

In the matter of public buildings, the follow- 
ing is the complete statement:

i at Birmingham, Ala., $150,000 ; completion 
of building at Huntsville, Ala., $50,000; con- 
tinuation of Savannah courthouse | ‘and post-* 
effice building, $75,000. 
Protecting the light station on Sand island, 
la., from encroachment of the sea, $12,000, 
rovision is made eut of the general appropria- 
ton for maintaining post lights, to aid naviga- 
bion, on the Savanaah river. To continue the 
rimary triangulation, from Atlanta tow ards 
obile, $3,000; resurvey of Mobile bay en- 
ance, £3,000. 

The appropriation of $5,000, made in 15°95, 
for the construction of a roadway to the National 
pemetery near Marietta, is made available for 
pxpenditure, notwithstanding the limitation 
imposed by the original act, Tho appropria- 
tion for providing the heating apparatus of the 
Macon public building is also made available 
without ‘the original limitation.
